There  is  no  change  in  the  laboratory  facilities  for  the  Laboratory 
district.  The  examination  of  sputum,  swabs,  and  other  Facilities 
pathological  specimens  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council, 
who  also  examine  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  bacterial 
content.  Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs 
Act,  are  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  at  Bradford,  to 
whom  samples  of  water  and  foodstuffs  are  also  sent. 


The  Council  provide  and  maintain  an  Austin  ‘20’  Ambu-  Ambulance 
lance  for  the  conveyance  of  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  Facilities 
to  hospital.  The  following  charges  are  made : —

The  arrangements  for  infectious  cases  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  Joint  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  who  have  two  ambu¬ 
lances  for  the  purpose.  The  facilities  are  adequate  for  the 
district,  the  only  comment  I  can  make  is  perhaps  on  the 
vehicles  themselves  which  are  all  rather  aged.  During  the 
year  237  journeys  were  made  by  the  Council’s  Ambulance.

Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital  is  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  ordinary  infectious  disease.  It  is  owned  and 
maintained  jointly  by  the  Wakefield  Rural,  Morley  Borough 
and  Stanley  Urban  Councils,  and  controlled  by  a  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  formed  by  members  of  those  Councils. 

Cardigan  Smallpox  Hospital  is  governed  by  a  body 
composed  of  representatives  from  the  City  of  Wakefield, 
Borough  of  Morley,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Horbury,  Roth  well 
and  Stanley,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield. 

During  recent  years  when  smallpox  in  the  district  has 
fortunately  not  been  prevalent,  the  Hospital  has  been  leased 
to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  use  as  a  sanatorium. 
Arrangements  are  such  that  the  premises  would  be  vacated 
and  made  immediately  available  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox. 

With  regard  to  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  cerebro¬ 
spinal  meningitis  cases,  for  which  we  have  no  definite  accom¬ 
modation,  we  have  always  been  fortunate  in  obtaining 
admission  of  cases  to  the  Brierly  Hill  Isolation  Hospital, 
Hems  worth. 

(2)  Voluntary  Hospitals: — 

The  hospitals  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  Stanley  for 
accidents  and  general  diseases  are  : — 

(a)  Clayton  Hospital,  Wakefield. 

(b)  General  Infirmary,  Leeds. 

(c)  Women  and  Children’s  Hospital,  Leeds. 

The  Council  have  no  arrangements  with  any  of  the  above 
voluntary  hospitals,  for  the  admission  of  patients.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


There  has  been  little  difference  in  the  water  supply  for  Water 
the  district  during  the  year  and  no  new  source  has  been 
obtained.  The  Council  still  continue  to  take  the  district’s 
supply  in  bulk  from  the  Wakefield  Corporation,  and  re¬ 
distribute  at  an  economic  rate. 

No  complaint  can  be  nuide  concerning  the  supply  both 
from  (a)  its  quantity  and  (b)  its  quality.

Obviously  little  has  been  done  in  respect  to  smoke  abate¬ 
ment  during  the  year. 

The  tip  previously  reported  to  be  on  fire,  has  been  treated 
and  I  have  no  complaint  to  make  about  its  present  condition. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

Of  the  17  houses  reported  as  verminous,  4  were  sprayed 
with  insecticide  liquid  by  the  Department  and  sulphur  candles 
were  issued  free  to  the  tenants  of  the  remaining  13  houses. 

The  whole  of  the  fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  were  in¬ 
spected  and  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary.

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Ten  official  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  various 
retailers  of  the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 
One  of  the  samples  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  and  the 
County  Council  warned  the  offender.  Another  sample  was 
reported  as  being  a  poor  milk  as  it  just  reached  the  minimum 
legal  standard. 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  to  tlie  various  cowsheds 
during  the  year. 

Informal  notices  were  sent  to  6  cowkeepers  in  respect  to 
limewashing  their  premises,  but  there  was  no  need  for 
statutory  action. 

Meat  inspection  was  carried  on  during  the  whole  of  the 
year  and  over  9,000  carcasses  were  inspected  and  over  6  tons 
of  meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 

The  usual  table  is  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report  giving  full  details  of  the  carcasses  examined  and  the 
meat  condemned.

General  Remarks 

Tlie  figures  given  will  shew  that  the  health  of  the  district 
has,  during  the  past  year,  been  up  to  the  average,  and  nothing 
of  sjjecial  import  occurred,  except  that  a  large  number  of  cases 
of  Measles  was  reported. 

The  notification  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  was 
compulsory  as  from  January  1st,  1940. 

Measles  was  epidemic  particularly  during  the  summer 
months,  but  started  to  die  down  at  the  back  end  of  the  year 
and  actually  practically  disappeared  during  the  early  part  of 
1941. 

All  cases  are  notified  direct  to  the  Health  Department 
by  ’phone  in  the  first  instance,  who  get  into  immediate 
contact  with  the  hospital.  This  ensures  a  very  speedy  re¬ 
moval,  even  after  office  hours,  the  latter  cases  being  dealt 
with  by  the  caretaker. 

The  Department  follows  the  ambulance  and  makes  all 
enquiries ;  and  disinfection  of  the  room  and  bedding  etc.,  is 
also  done  at  the  same  time  by  formalin  spray  and  lamps. 

We  have  no  steam  disinfector.

Milk  and  other  Foods. 

10  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  retailers  of  the 
district  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

One  sample  was  found  to  contain  less  than  the  minimum 
standard  of  fat  and  tlie  retailer  was  warned  by  the  County 
Council. 

The  Analyst’s  report  for  one  sample  was  only  poor  and  a 
letter  was  sent  to  the  retailer  drawing  his  attention  to  the 
low  standard  attained. 

Cowsheds  have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year 
and  no  statutory  action  was  taken,  although  6  informal 
notices  requiring  limewashing  were  sent  out. 

One  cowshed  was  provided  withiiiew  ventilation. 
Offensive  Trades. 

The  only  offensive  trade  of  any  magnitude  in  the  district 
is  fish  frying,  and  the  businesses  concerned  were  regularly 
inspected.  No  statutory  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  to 
any  defect,  though  at  several  premises  the  attention  of  the 
shopkeepers  was  drawn  to  minor  defects. 

The  Horse-slanghterer’s  premises  at  Kirkhamgate  was 
regularly  inspected  and  no  cause  or  complaint  was  found. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  * 

12  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  of  the 
district  and  in  no  case  were  the  premises  found  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory.  NTo  notice  was  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
E^actories  in  respect  to  any  defect. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  observations  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Housing. 

Except  in  regard  to  complaints  received  from  house¬ 
holders,  concerning  structural  defects,  no  systematic  housing 
inspection  of  the  district  was  undertaken. 

38  houses  were  inspected,  and  defects  found  were  remedied 
by  the  owners,  after  informal  notice. 
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Of  the  56  new  council  houses  which  were  let  during  the 
year,  15  were  let  to  overcrowded  tenants  and  8  to  families 
from  condemned  properties. 

No  representation  was  made  in  respect  to  totally  unfit 
houses  during  the  year.  The  totals  of  houses  up  to  last  year 
included  in  our  housing  programme  will  be  found  in  the 
early  part  of  my  report.

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Cesspools. 

The  15  cesspools  in  the  district  are  cleansed  by  mechanical 
emptier  each  month  by  arrangement  with  Rothwell  U.D.C. 
The  work  is  done  satisfactorily  and  most  hygienically. 

Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  infected  premises  is  done  by  means  of 
liquid  formalin  and  formalin  lamps. 

A  steam  disinfector  is  most  certainly  necessary  as  soon  as 
it  is  possible  to  procure  one.

Verminous  Premises  and  Bug  Infestation. 

17  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs.  2  council 
houses  were  treated  with  H.C.N.  gas  at  a  cost  of  £14  17s.  6d., 
the  result  was  quite  satisfactory  and  no  further  complaint  has 
been  received.  4  other  houses  were  sprayed  with  “Pyagra” 
and  were  treated  with  sulpliur  afterwards.  The  remaining 
1 1  were  given  sulphur  candles  free. 

Cockroach  Infestation. 

10  persons  complained  of  cockroach  infestation.  Powder 
was  given  to  them,  and  in  no  case  was  any  further  complaint 
received.
